DETROIT, Mich.., 


Citizens’ Committee, said to in- 
clude a number of persons who 
supported Mayor Charles Bowles 
in the election last fall, today are 
ready to circulate petitions for his 
recall, The petitions appeared last 


night and contain 12 charges 
against the Mayor. 

To bring about a recall vote,.89 - 
497 signatures of registered voters 
are necessary. Members of the 
committee indicated they expected 
to have the réquired number of 
names by Saturday to present to 
the City Clerk. The clerk in that 
case would be required to call an 
election in 20 days. 

The move to recall Bowles fol- 
lowed his dismissal of Police Com- 
missioner Harold H. Emmons, 
whom he appointed slightly more 
than four months ago. One of the 
charges against the Mayor is that 
he discharged Emmons for “order- 
ing enforcement of law.” 
Emmons ordered a_e series of 
raids on gambling places last Sat- 
urday while Bowles was at the 
Kentucky Derby. Two hundred 
and seventy-six men were arrest- 
ed, 90 of them in an alleged hand- 
book, half a block from the City 
Hall, More than 100 of the men 
already have been convicted and 
sentenced. The Mayor indicated 
he believed the Police Commis- 
sioner double-crossed him in raid- 
ing racing handbooks while the 
Mayor was attending a horse race. 

Replying to the Mayor’s letter of 
dismissal Emmons charged Bowles 
‘insisted on assuming entire re- 
‘sponsibility’ in handling of vice 
conditions in the city. He said there 
had been “an increase in efficiency 
in handling of major crimes, i. e., 
those of violence,” but “diminished 
efficiency in the handling of gam- 
bling and other vice.” The Mayor 
later denied he had interfered with 
the Police Department. 

Although dismissal of Emmons 

is regarded as having precipitated 
the recall move, the petition also 
alleges the Mayor “substituted se- 
crecy for frankness in public busi- 
ness,” and “seeks to weld street’ 
railway and other city employes 
into a political machine.” It cites 
the dismissal recently of Frank 
Couzens, son of Senator James 
Couzens, from the Street Railway 
Commission, and charges Bowles 
“threatened the success of munici- 
pal ownership” by-his recent at- 
tempt to increase street car fares. 
Commissioner Couzens opposed the 
fare increase. 
Bowles, running on a reform plat- 
form, defeated former Mayor John 
W. Smith for election last fall. 
Bowles and Smith defeated Mayor 
John C. Lodge in the nonpartisan 
primaries.

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- Edwin B. Meissner, president of 
the St. Louis Car Co., whose com- 
pany recently was awarded a $1,- 
700,000 contract for street cars by 
the City of Detroit, when asked to- 
day about rumors from Detroit 
that he had been solicited for “fees 
or commissions’ to smooth the way 
for his contract, said he had not 
paid.any money to anyone and that 
the contract was awarded on its 
merit to his company, the low bid- 
der. 

Meissner added, however, that, 
during the period when the award 
was hanging fire in the Common 
Council, a St. Louis man solicited 
him for employment to help get the 
award, but that he rejected the 
proffered services and threatened 
the man for meddling in the trans- 
action. 

The st. Louis Car Co. bid on 
April 11, and April 21 the Detroit 
- Street Railway Commission § re- 
jected all bids as too high. On 
April 15 the price of copper drop- 
ped and Meissner revised his bid 
downward. 

“Upon resubmission of the bid,” 
Meissner explained, “Mayor Charles 
Bowles wrote me April 25 that, 
upon his recommendation, the 
Street Railway Commission had 
voted to award the contract to us, 
subject to approval of the Common 
Council. 

Approached by St. Louls Man. 

“While the matier was pending 
before the council early in May a 
St. Louis man, whom I know, tele- 
phoned me that a Detroit man had 
come to St. Louis and told him to 
telephone me that to employ him 
would smooth the way in the coun- 
cil for the award of the contract 
to our company. 

The St. Louis man said the mat- 
ter was first mentioned to him in 
the lobby of Hotel Jefferson by 
another St. Louis man, who intro- 
duced him to the man from De- 
troit. 

“IT suspected at once that this 
was an effort of someone to thrust 
themselves upon us for employ- 
ment, and J lost no time and spared 
no words in letting the man at thé 
telephone know that he and his 
Detroit friend would get them- 
selves ineserious trouble if they at- 
tempted to block the award to 
which our company was entitled. 
I told him in so many words that 
he and his friend would ‘have their 
pictures in the Rogues’ Gallery if 
they meddied in our affairs.” 

Meissner said he heard no more 
from either man; that he did not 
want any special men or influence 
to work on the Detroit council; 
that he had personally handled the 
bids -of his company and all nego- 
tiations in connection with their 
submission. 

Obtained Contract on Merits. 

‘we obtained the contract,’ he 
said, “not only because we were 
low bidder in the first instance, but 
because we further reduced our bid 
to give the city the benefit of a 
fall in the price of copper, and our 
readjustment of the bid will save 
Detroit more than $42,000. Our bid 
was submitted upon its merits, and 
was so considered by Mayor 
Bowles, the Street Railway Com- 
mission and in the end by the 
Common Council. There was no

DETROIT, Mich., May 22.—Bids 
were opened April 11 for 130 new 
street cars, 110 of the regular Peter 
Witt type-and 20 of the same type 
but equipped with Timken trucks. 
The lowest bidder was the St, Louis 
Car Co., at $13,750 each, and the 
highest was $14,390. For the cars 
equipped with Timken trucks the 
bidders asked from $2500 to $3000 
extra. 
| April 22, the Street Railway Com- 
mission, acting on the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Bowles, rejected the 
bids and decided to readvertise.

Twenty St. Louis Ford dealers 
whe welcomed the promoters of 
the General Taxicab Co., with open 
arms last winter as a market for 
Ford taxicabs they had been una- 
ble to sell, today found themselves 
entering the taxi business. The 
dealers are negotiating to take 
over the company under a reor- 
ganization in an effort to protect 
the $1500 each one was forced to 
invest before the company bought 
any cabs. 

The company, capitalized at 
$250,000, has been unable to meet 
some of its \obligations recently, 
and the dealers were offered the 
option of taking it over and .in- 
vesting an additional $250 apiece, 
or losing the money they already 
had invested, 

The reorganization cannot be 
put into efiect, however, unless 
other creditors agree to wait for 
their money until the dealers get 
the taxi business on a firmer basis. 
All but three creditors had agreed 
to wait and at a meeting sched- 
uled for this afternoon, the deal- 
ers expected to get the last three 
agreements and take over the en- 
terprise. 

However, when the meeting was 
called, some of the creditors were 
still reluctant to agree to wait and 
the meeting was adjourned with- 
out an agreement having been 
reached. Another meeting will be 
held in the near future. 

Behing the reorganization is the 
story of a promotion scheme 
wherein a man with a persuasive 
personality, an idea, and a fleck of 
Fords he got on credit, started a 
business that reduced St. Louis taxi 
rates and set existing companies 
scurrying for existence. 

He is Vern C. Shaffer, who con- 
ceived the’ Ford taxicab idea in San 
Francisco, put it into operation 
there, and started east, establishing 
taxi concerns as he went, and em- 
ploying “‘the other fellow’s money” 
in each enterprise. His St. Louis 
plan was typical. 

Late Jast autumn he visited St. 
Louis Ford dealers, many of whom 
had been assigned taxicabs by the 
Ford factory. The cabs had not 
sold well in St. Louis, because none 
of the existing companies used 
Fords. . 

“I'll organize a company using 
nothing but Fords,” Shaffer told 
the dealers. “I'll take your cabs 
off your hands. Of course, you'll 
have tod help me. I'll take three 
cabs from each one of you. For 
the first one, I'll give you my per- 
sonal, unsecured note. For the 
second, stock in the General Taxi- 
cab Co., which I will form, and for 
the third, cash.” ’ 

The dealers consented. Shaffer 
formed his company, received the 
cabs and then mortgaged them for 
almost the full purchase price, with 
the Motor Acceptance Corporation, 
a local automobile finance concern. 
The mortgage gave him. approxi- 
mately $40,000 operating capital. 
With part of this he bought 17 ad- 
ditional taxis, giving the company 


.77 cars in operation. With part | 


he paid for one of the three cabs 
he bought from each dealer. 

Then, to get additional operating 
capital, it ig said he borrowed $10,- 
000 from an oil company, agreeing 
in return to purchase all of taxi 
concern’s gasoline from the com- 
pany and to pay back the $10,000 
at the rate of 1 cent on each gal-. 
lon purchased. 

“Shaffer,” one Ford dealer said, 
“was here today and gone tomor- 
row. Trains were.too slow for him.. 
If he had to go any place he took 
an airplane. 
can’t afford to be hiring airplanes 
like that. All of Shaffer's expenses, 
both personal and for the business, 
were On a grand scale. |

FUND OF $300,000 

Tells Lobby Committee It Is 

for 18th Amendment 


Campaign—Puts Collec- 
tion Costs at 25 Pct.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Rec 


ords of the Anti-Saloon League 
showed the Senate Lobby Commit- 
tee today that it has pledges of fu- 
ture contributions amounting to 
$18,705,922. F. Scott McBride in- 


formed the Senators that his or- 
ganization collected an average of 
about 70 per cent of its pledges. 
He said those listed ran over va- 
rious periods of time, in some cases 
for five or 10 years. 

The League superintendent, ex- 
amining the records, said it would 
not be fair to say the amount 
pledged represented assets of the 
League, since part of the funds 
represented assessments which 
might not be paid. 

Cost of Collecting Pledges. 

Senator Blaine (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, the only wet member of the 
committee, read from records that 
the cost of obtaining and collect- 
ing pledges and distributing litera- 
ture was 99 cents in the dollar. The 
cost of getting pledges, he read, 
was 76.82 cents in the dollar. 

McBride said there might have 
been one fund of which that was) 
true but added that the average 
total cost of collections was be- 
tween 20 and 25 cents per dollar 
collected. 

McBride expressed opposition to 
the views of Dwight W. Morrow, 
candidate for the Republican Sen- 
atorial nomination in New Jersey, 
who has advocated repeal of are 
hibition. He contended su a 
move would “cause us to go back 
to where we were before prohibi- 
tion.” 

Prohibition Referendum. 

Blaine read a letter submitted 
by the Legislative Committee of the 
League in 1914, signed by Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., Arthur J. Bar- 
ton and Wayne B. Wheeler, which 
he said proposed a referendum on 
the prohibition question. The Wis- 
consin Senator asked whether Mor- 
row had not supported similar ac- 
tion. The witness replied there was 
a difference between the two ex- 
pressions in that prohibition now 
was law. 

McBride disclosed the League was 
attempting to raise a fund of $300,- 
000 a year to make a campaign in 
favor of the eighteenth amendment 
similar to the one before prohibi- 
tion was adopted. 

Questioned by Chairman Cara- 
way, the witness said it was “prob- 
ably a good thing’’ for the probable 
issue to be agitated by the wets. 
“IT think it will have to be fought 
out and settled for all time by a 
contest of that kind,” he asserted. 

McBride said the Pennsylvania 
Republican primary was ‘“‘the big- 
gest body blow to the wets that has 
yet come.” 

Asked if he was glad wets were 
running for the Senate from Ncw 
Jersey, he said smilingly he was 
giad there were two wets and one 
dry. : 

The witness said the league had 
indorsed Secretary Davis and Sena-; 
tor Grundy in the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary. 

Caraway asked McBride if he 
knew what President Hoover's 
prohibition views were and was 
told Secretary Davis ought to know 
since he was a Cabinet member, 

League “Has Never Let Up.” 

Asked if the league's campaign 
had not “dropped off” since pro- 
hibition was adopted; McBride said 
it had “never let up, in its educa- 
tional work.’’ 

He added that a campaign would 
be more effective when the “issue 
is keen,” 

The league superintendent said 
he had hoped the wets “would be 
good sports” and give up their 
campaign. 

Senator Blaine read from league 
records that pledges made in 1929 
amounted to $5,315,498. He added 
that the cost of collection was $3.- 
820,434, and that net proceeds 
were $1,495,064. He also read 
from the records that $224,912 was 
pledged in Illinois, with net pro- 
ceeds of $99,153. 

Hoover Brought In. 
_ McBride said he was “very much 
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pleased with most of the things 
done by the present administra- 
tion for prohibition enforcement” 
but that it was too early yet to say 
whether the league would support 
Hoover for re-election. 

“What are the accomplish- 
ments?’’ Caraway demanded. 
“They are so many that it would 
burden the record,” McBride said. 

“It would burden you to think of 
one,” Caraway said. McBride said 
he thought the transfer of prohibi- 
tion enforcement from thé Treas- 
ury to the Justice Department 
would be a good thing. 

“I don’t think the drys are get- 
ting any help from the present ad- 
ministration,” Caraway comment- 
ed. “I think the administration is 
making good,” McBride rejoined. 

Caraway later ordered struck 
from the record his comments on 
the Hoover administration. 

“That has nothing to do with 
what we are considering,” he ex- 
plained. 

McBride said Hoover had 
“spoken out clearly” on prohibi- 
tion. 

Satisfied With Mrs. McCormick. 

Blaine wanted to know if the 
league was not “a little doubtful 
about indorsing Ruth Hanna Mc- 
Cormick for the Republican sena- 
torial nomination from  TIilinois. 
“No,” McBride asserted. “‘““‘We were 
perfectly satisfied,” 

Blaine said he had found that 
the bootlegrers were “pretty well 
lined up with the candidates sup- 
ported by the Anti-Saloon League.” 
The witness said bootleggers had 
not contributed to the league, and 
asked: “Do you think the boot- 
leggers supported Gifford Pinchot 
in Pennsylvania?” “I haven’t been 
in Pennsylvania,” Blaine replied. 

In response to a question, Mc- 
Bride said if a wet Democrat were 
nominated for the Senate from 
Pennsyivania, the league would 
support Davis. If a dry Demo- 
crat were nominated, he said. the 
league would not take sides. 
Caraway asked if there ‘was not 
“a greater war being made on the 
eighteenth amendment now than 
ever before.” 

‘  Wets Fighting Hard. 

“The wets are fighting harder 
now,” McBride replied. “But one 
reason is that they are against the 
wall and fighting for their lives, 
A few more elections like the one 
in Pennsylvania will discourage 
them.” 

Questioned by Caraway, the wit- 
ness said: “We like a dry Demo- 
crat, just as well, or a little better, 
than a dry Republican.” “I should 
think that any one would,” Cara- 
way, a Democrat, commented.

Under Plan Before Confer- 
ees, He Would Make 
Change as Recommended 
by Board or Veto It. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON,’ May 22.°— A 


compromise on the flexible amend- 
ment to the tariff bill whereby the 
President's power to change cus- 
toms duties would be sharply cur- 
tailed was discussed by the con- 
ferees today with prospects of final 
adoption. , 

As described by Senator Watson, 


the Repubiican leader, and one of 
the conferees, the new plan would 
authorize the Tariff Commission 
to report in emergencies what it 
thought to be a fair change in a 
tariff and the President would be 
required to proclaim the rate in 
effect or veto. it. 

Under existing law, the commis- 
sion merely reports differences in 
cost of production and the Presi- 
dent may proclaim a duty increase 
or decrease to a limit of 50 per 
cent to equalize those differences 
or completely ignore the commis- 
sion’s findings. 

The new plan would not permit 
the President to ignore a commis- 
sion report by inaction. It has 
been discussed with President Hoo- 
ver by Republican leaders and he 
has been represented as being 
willing to forego some of his 
power. : 

Watson said he thought there 
was a good chance of the plan 
being approved at another meeting 
tomorrow. 

The flexible clause controversy 
was the only one unsettled after 
today’s meeting. The conferees 
compromised on $11,000 as the sal- 
ary for members of the Tariff 
Commission us against $10,000 in 
the Senate bill and $12,000 in the 
House measure and rewrote an- 
other section to provide that no 
member could serve as chairman 
of the com.nission twice during 
one term. 

The Senate conferees receded 
and agreed to eliminate the Senate 
coalition amendments directing the 
Tariff Commission to turn over to 
members of Congress, while a 
tariff bill is pending, all informa- 
tion obtaingd by it relating\to cost 
of production and requiring the 
commission to inquire into effi- 
ciencies of industries, unemploy- 


ment and other factors in cost 
investigations. 
The conferees late yesterday 


agreed to abandon the export de- 
benture plan which the Senate 
coalition wrote into the bill. In 
addition, they voted to eliminate 
the Senate’s duty of 30 cents an 
ounce on silver and its amendment 
permitting the free entry of ce- 
ment imported for purposes of 
public construction. A rate of six 
cents a pound on all cement was 
adopted. 

The House conferees . receded 
from the stand of that branch of 
Congress for free soft wood lumber 
and agreed to a duty of $l1a 
thousand board feet. The Senate 
bill carried a rate of $1.50. A Sen- 
ate proviso making this rate apply 
to railroad ties and telephone and 
telegraph poles of all woods was 
eliminated. 


Senate Adjourns, Has No Quorum.

WASHINGTON, May 22. — Un- 
able to obtain a quorum, the Senate 
adjourned at 3:26 this afternoon 
until tomorrow. Adjournment was 
moved by Senator McNairy of Ore- 
gon, the assistant Republican lead- 
er, who changed his mind after suc- 
ceeding in having adopted a motion 
calling for a roundup of absent 
Senators.

The mush- 
room growth of such suburbs as 
Elmhurst, Downers Grove, Glen 
Ellyn, Lombard, Wheaton, West- 
mont and Villa Park accounts for 
the startling gains. “ 

Cook County, in which Chicago 
is situated, has more than doubled 
its country-town population in the 
incomplete returns, which show a 
gain: of 115.44 per cent.

— Ar- 
rested today under suspicion in the 
death of Rita Gardner in a Mon- 
treal hotel two weeks ago, George 
Redfern, 42-year-old salesman, fell 
dead as police questioned him, 
leaving a note which said Miss 
Gardner had taken her own life. 
He died from _ self-administered 
poison, 

The note had been written by 
Redfern to his wife in a Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., hotel after Miss Gard- 
ner’s body had been found and he 


was being sought in connection 
with her death. 
In it he declare@e the young 


woman, a 22-year-old office clerk 
of Baden, Ont., had found poison 
tablets in his pocket, at the Mon- 
treal hotel where they registered 
together, and had swallowed part 
of them. He said he had laid the 
woman on a bed, fearing to call a 
doctor, and had fled. 


R-100 DAMAGED IN FLIGHT:

Cleveland's population now was 
announced recently as 897,548, 
compared with 796,841 in 1920. 
St. Louis had 772,897 in 1920 but 
reports have been made so far this 
year for only three wards, which 
do not furnish a clear indication 
of what the total may be. On the 
basis of the Census Bureau meth- 
od, the Chamber has estimated 
that St. Louis has 868,736 popula- 
tion, but this method is based on 
the same rate of growth—12.4 per 
cent-——in the last decade as be- 
tween 1910 and 1920. The Cham- 
ber’s hopes are pinned to the idea 
that the rate has been greater in 
the last 10 years and on the de- 
termination to have every one 
counted this time. 
Entire Block Missed. 

On Monday the chamber began 
mailing letters to its 3400 members, 
asking them to report names of 
employes and their relatives and 
any other persons of whom they 
might hear who had not been 
counted. Up to this morning 131 
replies had been received.

It is 
bounded by Vandeventer and Wal- 
ton avenues, Westminster place 
and’ Page boulevards, plus 4 small 
section between Page and Taylor, 
Marcus and Easton avenues. 

This is a compact midtown dis- 
trict containing a few apartments, 
many boarding houses and a con- 
siderable Negro residential section. 
In the 1920 census the Twenty- 
third Ward had 28,647 inhabitants, 
but its’ area was. almost twice as 
large then as now. At that time 
the ward extended along Vande- 
venter from Cook avenue to Tow 
er Grove Station, with Newstead 
avenue the westernmost tine. 
Hence no direct comparison is 
available. All ward boundaries 
were changed in 1921. 

While mariy dwellings in the 
Twenty-third Ward were destroyed 
by the 1927 tornado, most of’ them 
have been replaced, in some in- 
stances by apartments.

After beating his wife, Mrs- Jo- 
hanna Hornberger, to death with 
a poker, John A. Hornberger, a 
night watchman for the Hellrung 
& Grimm House Furnishing Co., 
killed himself yesterday by firing 
a bullet into his right temple at 
their home at 4597A Evans avenac. 


Hornberger was 79 years old and 
his wife 66. 

The bodies were found by Arthur 
Holloway, a boarder, on his return 
from work shortly after 6 o’clock 
last night. The body of Mrs. Horn- 
berger, with her scalp lacerated by 
blows from the poker, broken 
pieces of which lay on the floor, 
was found on a bed in the front 
room, and that of her husband in a 
middle room, on the floor, with the 
revolver in his right hand.

Claudel, for France, and Gen. John 
J. Pershing for the United States, 
today voiced the sympathies of 
their nations to the more than 29u 
gold star mothers who are visiting | 


military cemeteries where their 
sons are buried. The two joined 
their tributes at public ceremonies 
which today provided a climax to: 
the pi.grimage of the mothers 
from the United States. 

The consecration occurred at a 
luncheon given by the American 
Club in Paris to Claudel, who had 
been invited to speak on i the 
French influence in the ‘United 
States. 


One of the largest companies In 
the history of the club was present. 
After welcoming Claudel as a 
“great Ambassador,” Pershing 
purned to the pilgrimage of the war 
mothers and wives. It was the only 
proper thing, he said, for the 
American Government to arrange 
for the visit of these mothers to 
the graves of their sons, speaking 
in solemn tones. Pershing asked 
all present to stop and think of the 
meaning of the visit. 

“These American mothers,’ Per- 
shing said, “are bringing to France 
again the epirit conveyed during 
the war by their heroic sone. They 
are reviving the splendid spirit of 
co-operation, devotion and patriot- 
ism. I hope all will give a thought 
to the significance of this splendid 
pilgriraage. 

Represent Cross Section. 

“These war mothers represent a 
cross section of the motherhood of 
America. What greater tribute can 
we pay to all the motherhood of 
America than to voice our respect 
and. admiration to the women who 
are here on this sacred pilgrim- 
age.” 

Pershing continued that in re- 
ferring to-motherhood he wished 
also to include in his tribute the 
motherhood of France. “whose 
numbers far exceed our own and 
who were equally devoted in laying 
upon the altar of freedom such 
precious sacrifices as they did.” 

Concluding his speech, the Amer- 
ican General said, “These visiting 
mothers deserve our earnest atten- 
tion. This voyage should be made 
a memorable one. We should im- 
press upon them that all Ameri- 
cans respect and honor them for 
what they have done for their 
country.”’ 

Speaking in English, Claude? ex- 

pressed France's official tribute to 
the American mothers. A hush 
fell over his auditors when Claudel 
said how deeply moved he had 
been when Pershing referred so 
touchingly to the American pil- 
grimage. There is one thing the 
United States owes to France, he 
said: 
“America owes to France the 
most precious part of its territory. 
You have in America many beau- 
tiful places, but nothing so pre- 
cious to you as your cemeteries 
which are in France. where s0 
many of your soldiers are sleeping. 
The most precious part of Amer- 
ica is outside her land, it is in 
France.

Asserts $21,000,000 Is Re- 


quired for Major Projects | 


—Bond Issue Allotments 
Insufficient. 


Mayor Miller today gave out a 
statement of his views on the diffi- 
culties of speéding up public im- 
provements by condemnation pro- 
ceedings. 

His statement was prompted by 
a public address of George C. 
Smith, director of the Industrial 
Bureau, in which Smith urged more 
yublic work at this time to relieve 
anemployment, 

At Limit of Taxation. 

In part, the Mayor said: 

“It is well known that one of 
the chief reasons for the delay on 
our public projects is the very lack 


of funds. If we had $6,000,000 we 
could tmmediately proceed with 
the widening of Market. street. 

“The same is true of a number 
of our other large projects in 
which the reports of the commis- 
sionéers have either been filed or 
are ready to be filed. Everyone 
else seems to know that we have 
reached the limit of taxation for 
local purposes, and that the vari- 
Ous agencies having to do with 
the colléction of funds are moving 
Heaven and carth to get in enough 
money to pay the city’s current 
expenses, 

“Our position in the matter of 
funds is not unique. Similar prob- 
lems trouble the officials of other 
cities, Everywhere there is a 


clamor for much needed improve- | 


ments, and everywhere an appeal 
for increased tax payments meets 
with the same unwilling response 
from those best able to pay. 

“Condemnation proceedings, un- 
der the Charter, originate in the 
Board of Aldermen, on recommen- 
dation of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice. When the city’s law depart- 
ment, in obedience to an ordinance, 
has brought condemnation suit 
and obtained stch service on the 
defendants as the law requires, the 
Circuit Court appoints three com- 
missioners to assess damages and 
benefits, and, when these commis- 
sioners have made their report, the 
city, by paying to the owners of the 
property inyolved, or into court for 
their benefit, the amount of dam- 
ages assessed, may take possession 
of the property and proceed with 
the public work. 


$21,000,000 Required, 


“It would require $21,000,000 to 
proceed with all the major projects 
in which the commissioners’ reports 
haye either been filed or are ready 
for filing. Only $9,000,000 of the 
total bond issue of $87,000,000 au- 
thorized.a few years ago may be 
issued each year, and this covers all 
projects: sewers, parks, plazas, 
street openings, street widenings, 


structures, 

“As to most of the bond issue 
projects specifically provided for, 
the-amount allowed was insuffj- 
cient. For instance, in the case of 
the plaza projects, there was no 
provision for anything beyond the} 
mere acquisition of the property. 
No funds were made available out 
of which the cost of developing 
either the Memortal Plaza of the 
Union Station Plaza can be de- 
frayed. 

“In the one instance in which 
this administration went beyond 
the literal mandate of the people 
and secured the appropriatien out 
of general revenue of an additional 
amount sufficient to construct a 
Courthouse worthy of a city like 
St. Louis, and sufficient for its 
needs fot a reasonable period in 
the future, we brought down upon 
ourselves a considerable amount of 
criticism, both from the thinking 
and the unthinking. And if anyonw 
thinks. it was easy to secure these 
additional funds, he should sit in 
on some of the imeetings of the 
board which controls the city’s ex- 
penditures. 

Cites Provisions of Charter, 

“Section 25 of Article IV of the 
Charter provides that, except as 
otherwise expressly provided, ‘no 
money shall be expended except in 
consequence of appropriations 
made by ordinance,’ and that ‘no 
ordinance contemplating or involv- 
ing the payrfient: of any money 
shall be adopted unless the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
shall have recommended or joined 
in recommending the same.’ Sec- 
tion 5 of Article XVI of the Char- 
ter provides that ‘no appropria- 
tion shall be made from any fund 
for any purpose to which the money 
therein is not lawfully applicable.’ 

“The ‘except as otherwise ex- 
pressly -provided’ tn Section 26 of 
Article IV has reference to the pro- 
visions. of the Charter, which in|’

Sale of Benefit Bills in Or- 
der to Obtain Ready Cash 
to Pay Damages Ap- 
proved. 


Tacit approval was given to 
three proposed amendments to the 
city’s procedure for condemning. 
private property for public use, at 
a conference at City Hall today. 


They are: cf 
Sale of benefit bills assessed 


against the area benefited by an 
improvement, to provide ready 
cash to pay damages for land 
taken. The Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment already is 
considering adoption of this, and 
will receive proposals from banks 
tomorrow for discounting bene- 
fits. 

Provision for payment of bene- 
fit bills in installments, which is 
possible now only in the infre- 
quent condemnations for parks 
and playgrounds, and not for 
the common cases of street 
widenings and extensions. 

Amalgamation of suits for con- 
demning property’ in a street 
widening or opening and for 
changing the grade of the land, 
instead of the delay now incident 
to bringing the change of grade 
suit subsequently. 

Muench’s Recommendations. 
These were among recommenda- 

tions made by City Counselor 
Muench, chairman of the confer- 
ence, at a gathering last week. 
Today’s meeting did not pass on 
other proposals he made then, 
which were: Fixing a flat fee for 
condemnation commissioners in- 
stead of paying them $5 a day for 
every day they meet; immediate 
collection of benefits from property 
owners who do not appeal from as- 
sessments, without awaiting final 
judgment; service of notice of suit 
only on the spouse holding actual 
title, instead of husband and wife, 
and service of notice by publication 
wherever condemnation suit de- 
fendants cannot be found on early 
efforts. 
Representatives of various civic 
orginazitions, the city and the Cir- 
cuit Court and members of the 
legislative committee of the Board 
of Aldermen were present today, 
this being the third session. An- 
other meeting will be held at 
Muench’s call, in the course of de- 
termining everything that shall be 
placed in an ordinance it is in- 
tended to draft. The three things 
approved today were among the 
changes proposed by the City Im- 
provement Association in a bill 
that died with the last aldermanic 
session because of objection to 
some features. 

For Close Supervision, 
Muench announced that he would 
insist on including a provision in 
the new ordinance that the Circuit 
Judges, or someone appointed by 
them, have close supervision over 
condemnation commissioners, to see 
that they spend sufficient time on 
their duties. Commissioners now 
receive the daliy pay of $5 even for 
extremely brief meetings. The city 
recognizes that this is small, 

It should be possible to appoint 
capable men as commissioners 
who would regard the work as a 
civic duty, like jury duty, not a 
source of income, Muench told the 
meeting. He reiterated his belief 
that the Circuit Judges should fix 
definite, flat fees for commission- 
ers before they began their hear- 
ings. Judges Hall and Bader had 
objected to this last week. 
Forrest C. Donnell, representing 
the Bar Association, said at to- 
day’s session that the flat fee 
scheme might tend to make com- 
missioners hurry their work, so 
that they would not give sufficient 
attention to details, especially in 
laying out benefit areas and fixing 
the benefits. Muench replied that 
the flat fee might be fixed equita- 
bly in proportion to the number of 
parcels of property involved in the 
case, 

Charles H. Diel, of the Munici- 
pal Development Bureau of the 
Chamber of Commerce, pointed out 
that past experience showed the 
cost of commissioners’ pay per par- 
cel in a case varied greatly. He 
suggested that $50 per parcel might 
be a fair rate. Donnell made the 
counter proposal that the Judges 
might fix a flat fee at the end of 
the commissioners’ work. but the 
discussion of this tended to the 
view that some commissioners 
might exaggerate the time they had 
spent. 

Might Antagonize Them. 

At present, the City Councelor’s 
office keeps a record of the num- 
ber of meetings each commission 
holds, Muench declared that his 
office should not be charged with 
any control over the activities of 
commissioners, inasmuch as the 
city is a party to the Mtigation and 
its stipervision might antagonize 
commissioners.

THE REV. B. J. OTTEN 
OF ST. LOUIS U., DIES 


Author and Theologian Suc-|- 


cumbs of Shock After 
Stomach Operation. 


The Rev. Bernard J. Otten, 8. J., 
author, theologian and professor 
in the School of Divinity of St. 
Louis University, died in St. John’s 
Hospital today of shock following 
an operation for a stomach ail- 
ment with which he had suffered 
for many years. He was 68 years’ 
old. 

Father Otten was a prolific 
writer’.on theological subjects, his 
four volumes on dogmatio theology 
being used as textbooks in’ many 
schools. They are written in Lat- 
in. He also wrote a “Manual of 
the History of Dogma” and nu- 
merous popular pamphlets. 

He was a native of Westerlock, 
near Hanover, Germany. His par- 
ents moved to the United States 
when he was a boy and settled 
near Florissant. After completing 
a college course at St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, in Kansas, Father Otten en- 


tered the Jesuit. order at Floris-. 


sant, later studying theology at 
Woodstock, Md. 
nation in St. Louis in 1900, he took 
a special course in theology in 
Valkenburg, Holland. For five 
years he taught in the School of 
Philosophy of St. Louis University 
and was on the faculty of the 
School of Divinity for 16 years. Fa- 
ther Otten was well known as a 
Lenten lecturer. 

He is survived by two brothers, 
the Rev. John Otten of Sacred 
Heart’ Church, Florissant, and 
George Otten, a resident of Floris- 
sant. 

The body will lie in the south 
parlor of the university administra- 
tion building, 221 North Grand bou- 
levard, until Saturday morning at 
8:30 o'clock, when funeral services 
will be held in the College Church. 
Burial will be at St. Stanislaus 
Seminary, Florissant. 


SICK MAN HANGS HIMSELF 
IN HIS ROOM AT HOTEL 


H. G. Sidebottom, Chicago Sales- 
man, Strangles Himself With 
His Suspenders. 

Herbert G. Sidebottom, about 40 
years old, a salesman for a Chi-

NDICATING the steady de- 


cline of interest in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the official figures 
on the amounts wagered on 
Derbdy day at Churchill Downs 
are very disturbing to racing pro- 
moters. 

When it was published that 
the total .urnover for Derby day 
was not the expected $2,000,000, 
but only $1,641,949, and that the 
amount wagered on the Derby it- 
self was oniy about one-third the 
tetal sum, it was pointed out 
that financial depression and 
unemployment accounted for 
this. 

But one reads a different story 
between the lines of the figures 
published by the Courier Jour- 
nal of Louisville, showing 
amounts wagered on the Derby 
in previous years. Here are the 
amounts wagered on the Derby 
and the total for the day, as far 
back as 1926:

He Is Permitted to Sleep i in Open sil Servant 
Is Assigned to Him—Says Health 
, . Is Good,

BOMBAY, May 22.—Intimate de- 
tails of the prison life of Mahatma 
Gandhi, interned leader of the civil 


disobedience movement, w#re made 
known today in a letter which he 
wrote to Miss Slade, alias Mira Bal, 
at Ahmadabad ashram, intended 
for the eyes of all inmates of the 
camp. 

Gandhi says: 

“I have been quite happy making 
up my arrears of rest. The nights 
are cooling and I am permitted to 
sleep right underethe sky. I have 
a refreshing sleep. 

“I am giving as much time as I 
can to the takli (a hand spinning 
wheel). I find I have no speed on 
it at all. I hardly get 30 rounds 
in one hour. For the first day I 
gave nearly seven hours to it, 
reaching 160 rounds. I was washed 
out at the end of the performance. 
I must learn the trick of getting 
more speed. My health is all right. 
I rise at the ashram hour (4 a.-m.). 
I am given a light so that I can 
read the Gita, according to our) 
custom. 

Recovering from Exhaustion. 

“I am gradually recovering from 
my exhaustion. I rest regularly 
from eight in the morning to 12 
noon and thus get two or three 
hours’ sleep during the day. I gave 


up oranges during the march but 


have begun taking them ~ again 
here. On the first day I took raw 
goat’s- milk and am continuing it 
for the present. I take three 
pounds (daily). 

“T shall have to reduce the quan- 
tity a little or take it in the form 
of curds. In the morning, also, I 
take cold. water instead of hot. 
They give me full facilities for 
making it hot, but if the body can 
be maintained by cold water, why 
bother about hot water? I have 
left off honey. The goat is milked 
in my presence so there is no ques- 
tion of the cleanliness of the milk. 

“T have been given a man for 
cleaning vessels, et cetera. There 
is no reason for anxiety about my 


diet.” 


Letters to His Family. 

Writing to his wife, the Ma- 
hatma says: 

“How nice it was that I saw you 
and all the sisters on the evening 
previous to my arrest. I was able 
to go with you up to your resi- 
dence, which gave me much pleas- 
ure. God's favors pour down upon

The former group Satur- 
day gave notice of a motion  de- 
claring part three of the treaty— 
which refers to limitation of aux- 
iliary craft—as contrary to the 
interests of the British Empire. 

Conservative hostility to the 
treaty has been growing the last 
few days, and it seemed today that 
Baldwin and his fellow leaders had 
been forced to take this action in 
order to placate the back-bench 
followers, with whose attitude 
toward the treaty it was under- 
etood they disagreed.

Salt Siezed at Wadala. 

At Wadala 100 raiders divided 
themselves into two groups and 
were arrested. Of a second party 
18 were arrested but the rest suc- 
ceeded in getting away with some 
salt. 

The British Government issued a 
statement saying that only three or 
four of the Naticnalist volunteers 
injured yesterday in the clash with 
police during the raiding at Dhara- 
sana were injured seriously. The 
Government estimates 2600 volun- 
teers took part in the raid. 

The Communique adds that the 
All-India National Congress esti- 
mated the total number of serious- 
ly injured at 170. Other estimates 
are as high as 634. Injuries re- 
ceived by police were limited to 
bruises and scratches. 

A. report from Peshawar says se- 
vere casualties were inflicted by 
British bombers on the forces of 
the Haji of Turangzai, which have 
remained in a threatening position 
near the Indian border since begin- 
ning of the present unrest. 

Run on Bank Loses Force. 

A run on the Bank of India, be- 
gun yesterday, continued today, 
with the number of persons with- 
drawing their deposits somewhat 
smaller. The directorate of the 
bank issued a statement that the 
manager had not participated in 
the police action in raiding Con- 
gress headquarters here or at 
Dharasana and Wadala but the 
statement had little effect on the 
Hindus.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 


Senate adopted by a vote of 46 to 
27, yesterday the Couzens’ resdlu- 
tion to restrict railroad consolida- 
tions until next March 4 and to 
make illegal the exercise of joint 


control through holding companies 
or otherwise without the approval 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

The vote followed a long debate 
in which Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, author of the measure, as- 
sailed the operations of holding 
companies and demanded a curb 
on unifications ‘‘until Congress can 
legislate further.” 

Opposition to the resolution was 
voiced by Senator Hawes (Dem.), 
Missouri, and Senator Fess (Rep.), 
Ohio, who asserted it would sus- 
pend execution of a consolidation 
plan Congress has commanded the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
to make, and was an “affront” to 
the House, which is, now investiga- 
ting holding companies. 

The resolution specifically would 
suspend authority of the Inter- 
state Commerce Comniission to ap- 
prove any unification or consolida- 
tion which, except forthe com- 
mission’s approval, would be in 
violation of anti-trust laws. 


Some Exceptions Matle. 

Amenments by Senators Swanson 
(Dem.), Virginia, and Glenn (Rep.), 
Illinois, accepted by Couzens 
before the vote was taken, pro- 
vided that he resolution should not 
prevent acquisition or control of 
steam or electric railroad proper- 
ties commonly classified as short 
line railroads, required as a con- 
dition to any other acquisition of 
control previously or in the future 
authorized by the commission. 

Couzens also accepted an amend- 
ment by Senator Connolly (Dem.), 
Texas, providing that no unifica- 
tion, merger or consolidation 
should be authorized which did not 
require continued operation of gen- 
eral offices and shops where pre- 
viously located, or adequate and 
continuous compensation for re- 
moval. 

Aimed at Great Northern Plan. 

The resolution would. prevent 
wnification of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific Railroads 
under the commission's general 
plan for consolidations.

Another Test Expected 
Next Week When. Com- 
mons Discusses Motion 
to Cut Pay of Minister.

tory of Great Britain, girded itself 
today for a fight for existence. 

It is expected that at a meeting 
of the Parliamentary Labor Pariy 
this evening the Prime Minister 
will ask for a vote of confidence in 
the Ministry’s unemployment pro- 
gram, Failing to achieve it, he 
probably will ask King George to 
dissolve Parliament and then will 
take the question to the country. 
The situation is the outgrowth of 
the resignation of Sir Oswald Mos-« 
ley, Labor convert from Conserva- 
tive and Independent ranks, as 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, after MacDonald and the 
Ministry had failed to indorse plans 
put forward by Sir Oswald for 
handling of unemployment. 

Crisis Due to Unemployment, 
The resignation has brought to 
a head the dissatisfaction with the 
Government’s failure to decrease 
the number of men without jobs 
and materially to better conditions 
among them. As strong as is this 
dissatisfaction among the ranks of 
the opposition it has reached some- 
thing like mutiny among the left 
wing members of the Labor Party 
itself. 

It was thought in Government 
circles that the Parliamentarians 
meeting tonight would give Mac- 
Donald a vote of confidence, for 
going to the country in a general 
election under the cloud of the un- 
employment discussion would 
greatly lessen the party’s chances 
at the polls. 

Another Test Soon. 

But, assuming that the Govern- 
ment gets safely over tonight's 
hurdle, it has another big fence to 
clear next Wednesday when the 
unemployment problem is discussed 
on a conservative motion to reduce 
the salary of J. H. Thomas, Lord 
Privy Seal and Minister for Unem- 
ployment, this being the tradition- 
al method of calling to account the 
efficiency of a department head.

“Tt {8 not suddenly that the country has come to 
sucha’ pass. Elver since a warring world deluged 
us with its gold we have imagined prosperity to be 
something that government makes. The presidential 
‘campaigns of 1924 and 1928 reduced this fallacy to 
such an absurdity that there was no political issue. 
Mr. Coolidge stood for election as the prophet of 
prosperity, and when he was elected by a majority 
of some 7,000,000 votes we naively assumed prosperity 
to be assured. In the four years that followed before 
Mr. -Hoover’s nomination there was a gradual de- 
cline from that golden zenith to which we had been 
levitated by the war, but we were too full of the 
delusion that prosperity is. begotten by political fiat 
to notice what was happening. Thus Mr. Hooyer 
succeeded Mr. Coolidge as the apostle of prosperity. 
Everything else in the campaign was like chaff be- 
fore a tornado. Mr. Coolidge had said that the busi- 
ness of the Government is business, and the country 
promoted Mr. Hoover from his post as Secretary of 
Commerce to tighten up and make efficient what Mr. 
Coolidge had put together. -It was the impression of 


|the country that Mr. Hoover’s administration would 


be a sublimation of Mr. Coolidge’s administration, 
or Coolidge prosperity without the waste. 

Plato had said 2500 years before that “ruin follows 
when the trader rules.” By this he meant that busi- 
ness is not a proper.governing power. Its outstand- 
ing characteristic is acquisitiveness, and if given its 
head: it will take whatever it can. Business cannot 
be blamed for this. It is so with everything. The 
church has for the same reason been separated from 


sis of autocracy. It postulates a nice balance of all 
the elements and interests served by government, In 
the case of Col. Frank L. Smith, who was elected to 
the United States Senate from Illinois chiefly by the 
aid of the public utilities, the question of his fitness 
did not relate to his ability as a Senator. He is an 
able man, experienced in public affairs. The Senate 
barred him because he came there, not to serve the 
balanced interests of the people of Illinois, but to 
serve an industry. This is the’ point.. The Senate 
in that case made a distinction which the country 
must make if we are not to put business in charge 
of the Government. 

It goes without saying that business is, indeed, one 
of the prime affairs of the Government; but it is 
only one. It is not, as Mr. Coolidge attempted to say, 
the business of the Government. Nor can govern- 
ment alter the law of supply and demand. It is only 
to a point that prosperity can be the creature of 
politics. The Emperor Trajan made Rome more 
prosperous by conquering Dacia and making its met- 
als available to the empire. The Spanish and the 
English have both enriched their peoples with im- 
perial politics, the gold of America, the riches of 
India. But an industrial civilization must sell to those 
whom the imperialist plundered. That is what has 
made the tariff to our exporting nation a totally dif- 
ferent thing than it was during our domestic expan- 
sion. When the void of manufactured goods created 
by the World War was filled, industry faltered every- 
where. ‘ The world needed time to consume the arti- 
facts poured into this vacuum by our-own country, 
Great Britain, Germany, Japan, etc. It waited for 
discovery to give us more things to make that gvery- 
body would buy. That is the state of affairs ‘today. 
It will improve, but politics cannot improve it. Dis- 
covery must bear the brunt of the revival. Whether 
there is a Republican or a Democrat in the White 
House cannot affect such a situation, unless he is an 
inventor. Either would be powerless to make the 
world buy what it does not yet meed. All that any 
political party can do is to tinker with the tariff. 
That might be useful if, as England did after the 
Napoleonic wars, we realized that our debtors can 
pay us only in goods. The overemphasts of business 
in the Government puts us in the absurd position of 
saying to the rest of the world that it cannot sell us 
its goods, but must still pay us its money. 
Grundyism is the Symbol of government in busi- 
ness. The trader has come to rule, and he proposes 
ruin. He wants to ruin our foreign trade. He wants 
to ruin our foreign investments. He wants to ruin the 
American political ideal of free trade among the 
states and set up between them what approximates 
the tariff walls of Europe. He proposes to increase 
the cost of living in the United States a billion dollars 
a year. That live-and-let-live policy with which we 
should conduct ourselves toward all the peoples of 
the earth, a policy which would expand our foreign 
markets and so enrich us, the trader proposes to 
abandon. He is doing only what any. other interest 
would do if we surrendered the Government to it. 
It is not the trader’s fault. If he were unlike that, 
he would not survive in a world of trade. It is our 
fault, a punishment inflicted upon us by our own 
folly. We have forgotten that democracy is a nice 
balance of all the interests and elements served by 
government. We have thrust everything else aside 
and have said to business: “You run the country.”

No sooner had Chiang Kai-shek, head 
of the dominant party, declared that China had been 
unified and constructive work would begin than an- 
other rebellion broke out. The Nanking Government 
has its hands full fighting the allied forces of Gov. 
Yen and Gen. Feng. Constructive work is postponed 
again, bandits kill and loot and famine rages. 
While armies fight under war lords for political 
advantage, millions are starving and it is futile to 
attempt relief. The Red Cross quit relief work in 
outlying provinces because it could not employ 
enough agents to distribute food nor trust Chinese 
officials to do it. Grover Clark, one of the best in- 
formed newspaper men in Pekin, after a trip through 
Shensi Province, said 2,000,000 had died from starva- 
tion, 2,000,000 more are doomed and several millions 
are on the edge. 
Mr. Clark emphasizes the hopelessness of relief. 
Food cannot be obtained in other provinces but if it 
could or if relief stores could be brought from else 
where, it could not be transported. There are no 
means of transportation and if there were the bandits 
would get the food intended for the starving. 
There are several causes for famine. Drouth is 
one, exhausted soil another, over-population is the per- 
sistent and greatest cause. There is an enormous ex- 
cess of man power over labor opportunities. China 
needs educational opportunities and the Chijnese are 
enthusiastic for education, but China needs particu- 
larly practical education in science, engineering, me- 
chanics. The need is for railroad builders and oper- 
ators, high road builders and factory constructors and 
operators for industrial and economic development to 
absorb labor and supply necessaries.

labor from dawn to dusk for a pittance that barely 
keeps soul and body together. 

While these deplorable conditions and pressing 
néeds exist, the young, edueated Chinese are devoting 
their time and energy to political aims. They want 
cvatrol of the Government and the Government jobs. 
Of course, they are professedly working for lofty 
ideals. 

A strong obstacle to either political unity or eco- 
nomic development is the complete indifference to 
co-operation among the Chinese. The Chinese are 
so absorbed with family interests that they have 
neither time nor care for common interests. In the 
vast population, mostly illiterate, there is little or no 
national spirit and no inclination to co-operate beyond 
the family or the small community. 

The Chinese people have excellent native capacity 
and it is unthinkable that so great a people with a 
splendid past, will not work out a solution of their 
problems, but it will be a long road to stability. Any- 
thing may happen and with China in chaos and India 
in revolutionary turmoil the Oriental sky is dark. It 
darkens the Western sky. What happens to one-half 
the population of the earth must seriously affect the 
other half. 
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EXIT UNCLE JOE. 

The voters of Pennsylvania do not seem to feel 
that Uncle Joe Grundy altogether expresses them. He 
has been defeated in the primaries and at the expira- 
tion of his term within a few months he will leave 
the Senate.

FLAG ROW DISTURBS TOKIO 


Indian Athletes Insist Upon Em- 


blem of Independence, 
By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, May 22.—An echo of the 


turmoil in India disturbed harmony 
in preparations here today for the 
Far Eastern athletic championships 
opening Saturday. The question 
has arisen as to what flag the 
smell Indian contingent shall fly. 

Monday and Tuesday the red, 
green and white tricolor of the In- 
dian National Congress, emblem of 
Indian independence, flew above 
the building in which the visiting 
athletes are quartered, together 
with the Japanese and Chinese na- 
tional flags and the banner of the 
Philippine Insular Government.
